22i&s Ruſty and well beloved, W egreet you well: By the Letter you ſent to Us , with thisbearer, Mr. 
fl 997 James Sharp , and by the account he gave of the State of Our Church there, We havereceived 
> full Information of your ſenſe of our Sufferings,and of your conſtant AﬀeRion and Loyalty to Qur 
Perſon and Authority. And therefore W e willdetain himherenolonger, (of whole good ſer- 
vices W e arevery ſenſible)nor will We delay to let you know by him Qur gracious acceptance of 
your Addreſs,andhow well W are ſatisfied with your carriages,and with the generality oftheMiniſters of Scot- 
land,in this time of trial, whilſt ſome, under ſpecious pretences, ſwervedfrom that Duty and Allegiance they 
oweto Us. And becauſe ſuch, who, by thecountenance of Ulſurpers, have diſturbed the Peace of that Our 
Church,may alſo labour to create Jealouſies in the mindes of wellmeaning people ; We have thought fit by 
This, toaſlureyou, that, by the grace of God, V Ve doreſolve todiſcountenance Profanity,andall Contem- 
nersand O +" of the Ordinances of the GoseeL:; V Vedo alſo reſolve to ProteR and Preſerve the Govern- 
ment of the Church of Scotland, as it is {etled by Law,without violation ; and to countenance, in the due ex- 
erciſe oftheir FunRions, all ſuch Miniſters who fall behave themſelves dutifully and peaceably, as becomes men 
of their Calling. V Vewill alſo take care, thatthe Authority and Aas of the General Aſſembly at St. Andrews 
and Dundee, in the year, 1651. beownedand ſtand in force, untill V Ve ſhall call another General Aſſembly 
(which W e purpoſe to do aſſoon as Our A fairs will permit) And V Ve dointend to fend for Mr. Robert Dow- 
laſſe, and ſome other Miniſters, that We may ſpeak with them in what may further concern the A ffairs of that 
hurch, AndasIeare very well ſatisfied with your reſolution not to meddle without your Sphere ; SoWe 
do expe, that Church-judicatories in Scor/4nd, and Miniſters there, will keep within the compaſs of their Stati- 
on, meddling only with matters Eccleſiaſticly and promoting Our Authority andIntereſt with Our Subjeds a q 


gainſt all Oppoſers ; Andthat they will t ow; noticeof all ſuch, who, by preaching, or private Conventi- 
cles, or any other way, tranſgreſs the limits dfthei 


r Calling, by endeavoring tocorrupt the people, or ſow ſeeds 
of difafteQtion to Us,or Our Government. This ”=_ ſhall make known to theſeveral Pres byteries within that 


OurKingdom: And asWedogive aſſurance of Our favor andencouragement to you, andtoall honeſt deſer- 
ving Miniſters there ; So Yeecarneſtly recommendit to youall, that you be earneſt in your Prayers, publick 
"Ip private,to Almighty God whois Our R ock and Qur Deliverer, both for Us and for Our Government; 
That We may have freſh and conſtant ſupplies of his Grace, andthe right improvement of allhis Mercies and 
Deliverances, Tothehonour of his great Name,and the peace,fafety and benefit ofall Our Kingdoms: And 
ſoWebid you heartily farewell. :
